And Now a Cigaret 
Shortage Looms 


CIGARETS, it appear*, are headed for 
the shortage list. 
Four reasons are given 
why they can be expected to be h ard to 
t#* in 1944 
To begin w ith, the production of leaf 
obaeco has declined. 
Secondly, sm okers 
have been getting by on “ borrow ed" to ­ 
bacco, consum ing supplies this year w hich 
were earm ark ed for next year and for 1945 
Even these factors would not In terfere 
m uch w ith the American ratio n of c la r e ts 
if it w ere not for tw o oth er circum stances. 
Am erica now us shipping forty-tw o per cen t 
Of its cigaret tobacco to o th er countries 
under an in tern atio n al distribution .system 
And. finally, the dem and for th e weed 
is g reater th a n 
ever 
before, 
especially 
im ag the m en in the arm ed forces. 
It is 
m athem atically Impossible to m eet th is in - 
Cceased dem and w ith fifty-eight per cen t 
of a subnorm al production 
No doubt the arg u m en t will be p u t 
forth th a t it will be a good th in g for public 
health if fewer cigarets are consum ed. T his 
will be hard to refute, for the m o st c o n ­ 
firm ed believer in th e solace afforded by 
a drug on a cigaret Knows th a t it is easy 
to increase th e daily sm oke dissipation 
beyond the p o in t of good sense and th a t 
the physical reactions are u n p leasan t and 
ennervating. 
But, to give a th o u g h t to the boys over­ 
seas whose m om ents of relaxation are few 
and whose craving for a soothing m in u te 
of enjoym ent dt erves satisfactio n — if th ey 
can get th eir full quota, who cares if he 
has to cut down from a pack a day to 
twelve cigarets? 


In o th er words, those w ho advocate 
p u ttin g some deferred federal em ployes in
